CIRCULAR LETTER 


The Ocmulgee Association in its Annual Session 1924. To the 
brethren and sisters that compose the same:, We desire to com- 
ply with the long established custom of addressing you by way 
of circular letter and we desire to greet you in this our annual 
address in brotherly love.
